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Part X1X. of “Cuneiform Texts from Babylonian Tablets, etc.,” contains texts 
from one hundred and fifty-one tablets in the Kouyunjik and other collections. Like 
the tablets published in Part XVIII. the texts here given are entirely of a lexico- 
graphical character and are copied from tablets made by order of Ashur-bani-pal, 
king of Assyria from 8.c. 668 to 8.c. 626, for the Royal Library at Nineveh. 


The tablets from which the texts are copied are very much broken, and 
only in a few cases have portions of their colophons been preserved. It has not 
been found possible therefore to recognize the different series into which we should 
expect them to have been classified and arranged by the Assyrian scribes who wrote 
them. But this fact does not detract from the valuc of the information on lexico- 
graphical problems which the scparate fragments furnish.

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possible to recognize the principles on which many of the lists of words have 
been drawn up. Thus many of the Sumerian words are given according to 
the characters with which they begin; and we constantly find that those 
Sumerian words which begin with the same character, or group of characters, 
are classed together in the lists. Other Sumerian words which end: with the 
same character, or group of characters, have also becn brought together, and 
we accordingly find them thus grouped in these lists. Other Sumerian words 
are not arranged in the lists according to the forms of the characters of which 
they are composed, but are often classified according to their meanings, 
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in the Department. 
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
